Okinawa Experiences 
Told by Perkasian 


(• a G ates from Fa ae Owe 
Join her husband at Okinawa. With 
their 11-year-old daughter. Joanne, 
she began the long trip. arriving at 
ta r destination in December of the 
past year. 
Educating the children of the 
American colony constituted a real 
problem. 
It was done satisfactor­ 
ily, however, by organising a school 
on a semi-private baals. Bact) fam­ 
ily contributed to the support of the 
school In the ratio of the number 
of pit pits enrolled. Teachers were 
drawn from among the Americans 
in the group who had had experi­ 
ence In the profession. 
According to Mrs, Williams, the 
facilities and Instructions provided 
was equal to the average school 
here, despite the fact that housing 
and many of the common conveni­ 
ences of this country, was wholly 
Inadequate. 
“The 
devastation 
of 
southern 
Okinawa la simply Indescribable," 
said Mrs. Williams. The natives, 
who are closely related to the "Jap” 
race, stoutly disclaim any sim ilar­ 
ity and are openly hostile to the 
“Japs." Virtually the entire native 
imputation had been forcibly re­ 
moved to Korea and southern Japan, 
before the American Army began Its 
assault on the Island. The natives 
who escaped from the "Japs" hid in 
caves and now, two years after the 


war ended, they are beginning to 
return to native land. 
"The future status of Okinawa has 
not been determined 
Today, th** 
army is reAorlng and maintaining 
order. A huge program, undertaken 
by the United Slates government, 
provides for a general survey of the 
entire area for the purpose of re­ 
storing to the natives, tile site of 
their pre-war homes and property. 
Nothing remains of the modest lit­ 
tle dwellings once occupied by the 
natives. War wiped them out com­ 
pletely over hundred* of square 
miles. 
"Much of the I*. 8 Army and Navy 
personnel has been withdrawn and 
replaced 
by 
Filipinos, 
but 
th* 
American government maintains a 
strict control over the Island, pend­ 
ing final disposition of Its type of 
government." 
Mrs. Williams lias well-defined 
opinions on the prospects of de­ 
mocracy In the Far Fast, but is a 
bit reticent In disclosing what she J 
observed. 
Hbe dbl say however, 
that democracy I* not a commodity 
that ran ta packaged and handed 
over to the Japanese nor to the Chi­ 
nese, 
"They simply don’t know 
what to do with It. It Is so com­ 
pletely foreign, strange and mys­ 
terious to them that they cannot 
comprehend 
They can. however, 
be taught In fact. they appear to be 
more than eager to learn anything 
and everything of the strange land. 
America." 
"General 
MacArthur," 
said 
Mrs. 
Williams, 
"apparently 
knows the Jap mentally and Is do­ 
ing a good Job In guiding and direct­ 
ing It. I cannot comprehend how* 
the 'Japs' could have shown greater 
faith, allegiance or loire for their 


Emperor than they apparently show 
for General MacArthur." 
Returning to this country, Mrs 
Williams and her daughter stopped 
at Shanghai and T*lng Tao, China. 
In Tokyo, where there wa** tim e for 
train trips to a number of Hie pi in- 
«ipa! cities and at Honolulu. 
What 
intrigued 
Mrs 
W ill ia m s 
most, posihly, was the ext bange 
ret*’ of the U. 8 dollar In China. 
In Shanghai a dollar was worth 
41,400 yen and lf one made the **x- 
i bange, it was almost net es-ary to 
have a basket or suit)ase to tarry 
away the change.
